It's quite amazing to have access to so much data; they call it information today, 
when you can go across the world and watch the same things happening 
everywhere at the same time, because we are interdependent. There's been a lot 


of people hard at work for well over a 100 years, maybe 200 years, to make us 
interdependent. Which means: if one country falls, they all go down like dominoes, 
mainly because we're all tied together with the banking system and the world 
bankers. The ones that, basically lend out nothing to the countries, except cheques 
and then they print out money and we have to owe them back real hard assets, to 
repay them. That's how the scam works. It's funny that people go to university for 
years to study economics, to fathom this out, it's quite astonishing; but then, old 
Nathan Rothschild himself said that if those who figure out the scam will be 
involved in economics themselves and getting heavily rewarded by it, therefore 
they were highly unlikely to disclose it to the public or make a big deal about it. 
That's how it really does work. 


We live in an age where we have experts telling us what to do on every facet of 
our lives; even how to dress for the rain or the snow or whatever, constantly 
telling us what to do. And, from Sudbury (here in Canada, Ontario), to where I live, 
there are a whole bunch of road signs on the way out of Sudbury that tell you to 
pull over if you're tired and being tired can cause accidents, or speeding in wintry 
conditions on all these bendy roads can put you off at the bends. You have all 
these different signs and, really, if you read them all, you'd be off the road 
anyway! It's one after another, especially the ones for the speeding fines that they 
keep increasing per kilometre the speed that you do. You can't read them all; but, 
someone pointed out to me that there are people who need these signs, to tell 
them what to do. "If you're tired pull over"; "Speed kills" because they don't think 
very much and I thought about well why is that? Because we've been raised, like 
Bertrand Russell said, not to think for ourselves, not to reason for ourselves and 
Brzezinski said that the people would be unable to reason for themselves, they will 
expect the media to do it for them. "It's raining out, put on your raincoat" and that 
kind of stuff. That's how dumbed-down we truly are; and, what's always been 
known at the top: once you create a society that truly is dumbed down and doesn't 
reason for itself, you can really tell them anything and they'll believe it and that's 
why we have experts on global warming today. I'll be back with more about this, 
after the following break. 


Hi folks, Iam Alan Watt, we're Cutting Through The Matrix. Just before the break, 
I was talking about how the more we have been trained by experts to believe what 
they tell us, the easier it is to tell us anything at all and have us believe it. That's 
the trick of it all. It ties in, everything ties in together, with the masters who rule 
the world who have a vision for the world; and, I've gone through many articles in 
the past and read through some of the books of the Eugenicists, the top 
Eugenicists from even the 1800s, 1900s right up to the present time, because they 
simply changed their titles to Bioethicists and Population Control consultants and 
specialists, same thing. We've all been brought up with relentless television 
documentaries, all pushing the same thing and they always have experts on, from 
universities. If you were to go from country to the next, you'd find the same types 
of professors, in different countries, all giving the same exposés or their belief 
systems on television to the different audiences, all on track with each other, on 
board; and why is that? Because they're all coming together through consensus- 
building; the sciences and universities have been at this for a very, very long time. 
You go higher up the ladder even from that and you find that the big Foundations, 
the really big ones, fund hundreds of universities; they give them grants every 
year. The Board members, the C.E.Os and Board members of these faculties, are 


very happy to have these grants given to them but they also know what these main 
contributors want, because the Foundations that give them the grants always have 
a head man, like Rockefeller himself, who promulgates the whole idea of 
depopulation and reducing it drastically, sustainability and so on. Therefore, these 
things are taught in their courses in their universities. 


It's not hard for a small clique of people belonging to the same Association and 
loaded with incredible wealth. Foundations that keep raking in the money, self- 
perpetuating, through their investments and giving out their charitable 
philanthropic causes, dishing it out, left right and centre, only with conditions 
attached, of course, that you push what the main / top guy believes in. That's how 
easy it is to have all of academia on board, on the same agenda with you. Plus, we 
forget, you see, when it comes to the areas of science, especially, scientists don't 
know very much when they come out of universities. They know very-very little in 
fact, to be honest with you, and they want to get a job and their jobs depend on 
grants being given to them. Therefore, they can come up with weird and wacky 
ideas and if it’s along a certain agenda, they're generally guaranteed a grant; and, 
if they can keep that grant going through Well, next year we can come out with 
new / more information for you. 


I'll give you an example of this, the Heart and Stroke Foundation: at the end of the 
year, they always give you a little commentary on what they've found, after all this 
grant money; and, one year it was a little wine was good for you, a bottle of red 
wine was good for your blood vessels and your heart. The following year, it 
contradicted itself and said it could be detrimental to you; and, I've watched this 
farce go on, year after year. Millions of dollars, to come out with this, you see, as 
long as they're going to keep looking into it further, the grant money comes up 
with them. Really, you see, most of these big front charities have nothing to do 
with what they tell you that they're all about, nothing at all. Scientists themselves 
are very politically correct, they smell which way the wind’s going, they want a 
good career and the in-thing right now to join the bandwagon, or it has been for a 
while, was global warming - and now it's called climate change because the 
warming hasn't cooperated - and, even scientists who have been making a good 
few years living off this are falling away, because they're afraid their reputations 
are going down the tubes with the whole theory, or con game. 


That's how we're run, we're run, because everyone's on board, with consensus- 
building; and, when you go through every Foundation, this is the surprising thing 
of the Foundations, and you see what's funded by whom, if you had a list of 
politically correct terminology and points of view on a hundred areas of life, they'd 
all be exactly the same. How can that be? That can only happen when there's 
interaction between them, on a very high level. They're all on board on all the 
same topics, hundreds of topics, it's rather amazing; and, you can compare those 
topics, a lot of the social aspects of it is to do with what we call Communism and 
we know that Communism was simply the left hand of Capitalism, using the 
dialectic to bring the two together. Again, I don't have to harp on about it, but 
Norman Dodd came out with that, with the Reece Commission, and you can hear 
Senator Dodd on Youtube, it's up there, talking about when he went to the Ford 
and Carnegie and all the big Foundations and he was told, right to his face, their 
job (and this was in the '50s, 1950s) was to alter the culture so much in America 
and the Western World that they’d gradually blend it with the Soviet Union. The 
two would become one. Now, how long had they been there doing that? We 
haven't found that out yet. Which meant too that the very inception of the Soviet 


Regime, which was funded by the bankers of the West - and that's documented, 
there's a lot of good documentation on that and regular articles, even in National 
Geographic at the time, as to the funding that was coming in. Men planned this 
antithesis to Capitalism, they planned it. They had visions of a future; and, 
remember, these big Foundations (as Professor Carroll Quigley said himself) work 
inter-generationally; they have long-term goals. If it takes centuries to pull off 
their particular part in the agenda, they will do so, because their mandate does not 
change with the generations. They employ new people, they're told the mandate, 
they work towards it, they retire, new ones are brought in, and that's how they can 
literally plan a future and pull it off. At the rotten foundations of these 
Foundations, you'll always find eugenics and Darwinism. 


Darwinism has an interesting story, apart from the Darwin family themselves, I've 
mentioned before, there's a good book, it's called In the Minds of Men: Darwin and 
the New World Order by Ian Taylor, its well worth a read. He's a scientist himself 
and he debunks a lot of the theories that are preached as the gospel truth about 
Darwinism; but, what's interesting is he went through the genealogy of the Darwin 
family to find out that, for generations, the Darwins only inter-married with one 
other family and that was the Wedgwood family, the wealthy Wedgwoods, who 
made the pottery empire. It's still very popular today. Because they believed in 
superior strains, they believed in the Platonic, the Plato idea of The Republic 
where they should breed. If you want scientists, you breed a scientist with a 
scientist, a mathematician with a mathematician and so on. Huxley himself went 
through the same spiel in one of his talks. Darwin himself was given the honour 
that he got from the Royal Society, another Freemasonic and royally-chartered 
society with a long history, going way back into the times of Isaac Newton. Only 
men, at one time, were allowed into it; and, to join it, you had to, literally, divorce 
your wife and leave your family behind you. It wasn't until the early 1900s they 
began to let female scientists into it. It's a secretive organisation; but, once again 
if you're ruling the ideas of people across the world, you want an organisation that 
is very secretive since they plan what will be taught at high levels of academia. 
They also plan what the public will be told, from high levels of academia, because 
perception becomes reality to the general public, we can be told anything, we will 
believe it, if a person in authority says so. 


Eugenics is behind all of this, and Darwin himself, you find his grandfather really 
wrote the same treatise on evolution before him; and, what Darwin added to his 
grandfather's story was taken from Wallace, another member of the Society, who 
was doing all the field work and it was the Royal Society itself who decided to give 
it to Darwin, they'd already chose him to be the main man who would go down in 
history. You see, they make, they give you the heroes of history; they create them. 
There's lots of evidence on this, its quiet astounding. Even these scientists are 
basically front men. They come through with a theory that's already written, 
before they were born. Why is that? Why do we have Royal backing? You can't call 
yourself 'Royal' anything without a royal charter, granted by royalty. Why do we 
have these secret organisations like the Royal Institute of International Affairs 
running most of the affairs of the world and advising all countries on policy, 
completely outside of democracy? We are run by small secretive groups, all 
working in concert. There is obviously a capstone somewhere that manages it all.

Hi, I'm Alan Watt; we're Cutting Through The Matrix, trying to bring some 
sensibility into this weird and wacky world that we're living in. 


I was going through an article by Christopher Booker on the 28th of December 
2008 and that's from the Telegraph and I know that Christopher Booker has done 
some good commentaries on the whole con game of climate change and so on. The 
climate's always changed, always, but now it's; you see again, I was thinking the 
people today live in their little boxes, their little climate-controlled boxes and they 
jump into their cars and they have the heater on in the winter, or air conditioning 
in the summer, right into their offices, into more climate control and they don't 
even notice the great outdoors at all.

The history 
books they used to give to primary school children went through the different 
changes, the great changes.

That was one of the periods, 
for almost 200 years; they had to build all their cooking fires outside. Then, it 
changed again, in came the cooling period and they're back to indoor chimneys; 
but we're not supposed to know stuff that they used to teach you at the age of 5 or 
6. And, because we have people living in their artificial climate-controlled cars and 
houses and so on, and offices, it's easy to fool them, especially when you've reared 
them to listen to experts, who basically tell us, in complicated language, that we're 
just too stupid to understand, that's why they use complicated language. It's no 
different than a stage magician using the white gloves on his hands, you watch one 
glove and you don't watch the other and he wears the black outfit and so on. It's 
all to distract you and that's what scientists do with their language, is distract you, 
until you can't keep up, your mind switches onto automatic pilot and you get 
downloaded; that is how it happens, quite simple.

remains of our economy will judder to a halt. After years of infantile 
displacement activity, it is high time our politicians - along with those of the 
EU and President Obama's US - were brought back with a mighty jolt into 
contact with the real world. 


Well, you see, the difference from myself and this particular journalist is that I 
have no problem accepting the fact that it's planned this way, because it all ties in 
with the reducing of population, it ties in with the figures that many of the big 
experts, leading experts, that are put in front of us all the time like David Suzuki, 
talk about reducing the population by, even down in some cases, to 500 Million 
people, worldwide.

It was to do with this particular drug they're giving the cattle, 
to make them constantly produce milk; it's having detrimental effects, not only on 
the cattle but on people too. It was thrown out of court at the top and they said 
that it was not illegal for the media to lie to the public. See, the media's under no 
obligation to tell the truth to the public! In fact, as I say, it's an arm of 
government; that's why the big captains or barons of the media generally go over 
and get knighted, after serving their term as the CEO boy. They've been following 
the agenda very well and done their work very well. There's no such thing as a 
free press, I don't think there ever was. Information is power; and, for those who 


run the world, and plan the future, you have to make sure that everyone gets the 
same brainwashing; therefore, the media is essential to do the brainwashing.

Thomas: They sure will pacify you. 


Alan: Yes, so this is all planned that way too and you find again, the big 
philanthropic organisations, the big Foundations, are heavily, they heavily 
promote the whole New Age concept, especially the blending of the East with 
West with religion. 


Thomas: I believe you; but, I guess my question is, I’m still, personally, I hope for 
something more than just this world, just this body so that there is a soul or a 
spirit or some sort of source, whatever. I believe all you've said about this, that we 
live in this sort of from the top directed world; but, I heard you speak rather little 
about this other stuff, so I was just wondering your opinion if there is, in your 
opinion something, something more, something lasting? 


Alan: I think it comes down to a basic start, you see, what we're told in all the 
New Age and all the sciences today is that there is no good or evil, so that's out 
the window, the whole concept of good and evil were well understood by even the 
ancients who discussed the topic of Poneros, or evil as they called it, in Greek, and 
that's been thrown out the window because we live in a Cabbalistic system today, 
where evil is just a human judgement on the outcomes of events and something 
always benefits. It's just like this crash, this world-wide economy, somebody 
benefits, there are people who benefit from this, the crash, big time, and therefore 
it wasn't evil from their point of view. It's promoted all through Hollywood. I 
watched a documentary, it was a party of Hollywood producers and each was 
asked a simple question, now these guys all did the science fiction and horror 
movies and they were each asked if they believed in good or evil and each one 
gave the Cabbalistic answer: it's just like a straight line, on this side, you might 
think of as evil, this side it might be thought of as good but really it's a continuous 
thing, it's just a human judgement. That's the philosophy that's being promoted in 
society. 


Thomas: They seem really into this Cabbalistic stuff. 


Alan: Very much so, very-very much so; and, because of that, they're creating a 
society where we're basically nihilistic. If you remove man being a religious 
creature, we are a religious creature, in one form or another; we seek the 
something beyond ourselves. They tend to supply it for us, that's the problem, but 
it doesn't stop us seeking, because we have an intuition that there is something 


much bigger. The ones at the top are trying to kill that off, either kill it off, for 
those who become total atheists, and then you go along with the ways of the 
world, which they run; or you can join the New Age and you become a navel gazer 
and you do nothing of any import. You can only find what you think of as spirit on 
your own personal journey and when you start to bond with others of mankind, 
and you can put yourself in people's shoes, without even meeting them, or you 
start to find that you have real compassion for other people across the world who 
are being slaughtered or bombed or whatever, I think that's part of the journey of 
breaking out of the shell of just basic humanity. You're on a different track 
altogether; you must have empathy for other people, which is a_ survival 
mechanism for humanity. Without empathy for others, no one will have empathy 
for us; and, so, collectively, as a species, we must try and retain, or regain, that 
empathy we should have for people we’ll never meet. 


Thomas: Well, I'll have to go on and hope for something more I guess, down the 
road somewhere, I will have this sort of ‘ah-ha’ experience or whatever. 


Alan: If you're truly looking, you'll find that you will change, yourself, and it comes 
to you, because you're seeking; that's why I don't advise people to join the groups 
and twist their legs round their necks and stuff like that!
